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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 82-1 09 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: in the 
environment of a linear displacement encoder comprising a fixed ruler having a first and 
second sides, a reading head for moving along the ruler, the reading head fixed to move 
alone the ruler and having an electrostatic field transmitter disposed on the first side of 
the ruler and generating an electrostatic field, a receiver for receiving the electrostatic 
field and electrically-active pattern which modulates an elect4ostatic field received by a 
receiver,. The closes prior art Meyer '937 fails to teach or suggest a linear displacement 
device comprising the structural arrangement and the generation of an electrostatic field 
of the present application.

Conclusion
